The Latest News from the 
Lost Steamer. 


A dispatch from Titusville, Florida, 
says: The steamer that fifundered at 
sea, off this coast, was the City of 
Vera Cruz, bound for Havana from 
New York. All lost except twelve 
persons, who came on shore on a life 
raft at Titusville. 
Where the letters 
were written is 100 miles south of 
Cape Canaveral and about 200 miles 
from the point where Mr. Owen and 
the other 
survivors wiere washed 
ashore. 
Litus had to pay a passing 
steamer ten dollars to deliver the let- 
rers at Jacksonville and have them 
mailed to New York. The letter 
from Titusville was mailed at Sanford, 
Fla. 
Titusville is on the west side of 
Indian river, about ten miles l^north- 
ward from Cape Canaveral. 
The 
Western Union telegraph company 
communicates with Sanford, but there 
is no communication between that 
point and Titusville, except by private 
conveyance. 


Several persons who had friends or 
relatives on board the City of Vera 
Cruz, who called at the office to-day, 
had their hopes revived by the above 
communicatiens. Wm. P. Djrkeay, a 
lieutenant in the United States navy, 
and commander with Capt. Van Sice 
and in the same squadron, writes a 
vigorous defense of Capt. Van Sice, 
who was assailed by Owen, the passen- 
ger saved. The steamship City of 
Alexandria,8i8ter vessel of the ill-fated 
Vera Cruz, left her pier in this city 
Havana and Mexican porta yesterday 
afternoon, but in accordance with 
orders from Alexandre & Sons, her 
commander dropped anchor in the 
lower bay on account of bad weather. 
The vessel at 7:30 this morning 
resumed her journey. 


Savannah, Sapt. 11.—A special to 
t^ie News says the schooner Magnolia 
arrived at Jacksonville this afternoon, 
bringing John Connell, a passenger, 
and two others,' supposed to be O. P.

A DIRE DISASTER.

Quebec, Sept. 9.—One of the most 
terrible occurrences in the history of 
this region was a fire at Upton, in 
this province, on Monday, carrying 
ruin and death in its track both to 
man and beast. Bush fires had been 
numerous for some time, and little 
attention was given them. A high 
wind on Monday fanned the flames 
until the inhabitants, about 3 o'clock, 
saw with dismay a well of flame com- 
ing toward them with a steady sweep, 
as fast as a man could run, and swal- 
lowing up everything in its course. 


By four o'clock the first farm house 
lad been reached. The fire ran along 
the rail fences, burning grain, and the 
wind sent sparks in all directions. So 
quickly was one farmhouse after an. 
other enveloped, that men, women 
and children had barely time to escape 
out of its line before the fire was ipon 
them. 


As night drew on the flames in- 
creased in volume, while the wind 
arose, and for a space of about twelve 
miles in length, and covering a width 
of from three to four miles, the eye 
rested 
upon nothing but roaring, 
crackling flames. 


Families came flying into the vil- 
lage, shivering, in scanty 
dresses, 
children shrieked in their 
terror, 
cattle ran helter skelter and many 
burned to death. 


Forest after forest was swept away, 
and the smoke and flame was one 
compact volume, as far as the eye 
could see. 


From the St. Helena, St. Germain, 
St. Guillaim and other roads, came 
the fugitives, in some instances com- 
pelled to abandon vehicles and take to 
horses' backs. 
Men were obliged to 
throw away their coats in order to 
save their lives. 
House after house 
and barn after barn, filled with the 
fresh crops, the best known for years, 
were licked up, and when the fugi- 
tives were all counted it was found 
there were eleven persons missing, for 
certain, and how many more is not 
yet known.

Washington, Sept. 10.—One hun- 
dred and seventy-five men at work 
make the vicinity of Washington 
monument a very busy scene. The 
Baltimore and Pontiae railroad has 
Snished the switch from Long bridge 
via Fourteenth street to the base of 
the shaft, and cargoes of unhewn 
blocks of marble and granite arrive 
every day. At present, marble is 
coming from Maryland. Seventy-five 
mea are at work dressing up the 
blocks as they arrive. Superintendent 
McLaughlin intends to increase the 
force, as soon as possible, to one hun 
dred and twenty, which is the full 
capacity of the cutting sheds. The 
entire courses have been laid, and, 
with good fortune, by this time next 
year, one hundred feet will be added 
to the height of the shaft. The 
outer wall of marble is laid in lime ol; 
Tiel, while the inner wall of granite 
is held by hydraulic Portland cement 
About forty-five memorial stones are 
already in place on the inner wall, 
and a number of others, which now 
rest in the museum shed, will be set 
in as the architect and monumental 
secretary thinK advisable. At present 
masons are not at work upon the top, 
but the first of next week work will 
be begun again and continued until 
the 18 th of December, when it is ex- 
pected the weather will interfere. A
